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You might have read my article ’’California: War Syndrome”. Keep that in mind while 
you read this next article. Guess what I found out? I really do have enemies out there 
and they play HARDBALL. I, J.J. Johnson have been effectively "killed". I am now

Basically, he monitors extremist groups for the 
Pentagon (Don't ask) 

J.J. Johnson - Former Head of the Ohio Militia 
Richard Abanes - Author, American Militias 
Raphael Ezekiel, Harvard School of Public Health 

All lined up neatly on center stage from left to right. 

5 against 1. Pretty even, huh? 

Anyway, we were all given 5 to 10 minutes to open up with our own monologue 
going from left to right. Yes, the SPLC gave their typical stuff, starting with the 
infamous "secret" meeting in Estes Park, Colorado and ending in Oklahoma City, 
making sure to mention every militia arrest from Georgia to West Virginia and all in 
between. Of course, he made sure he didn't accuse the militia of being racist. Not on 
the same stage with the former Ohio guy. Smart move on his part. But of course, we're 
still the most dangerous thing to ever hit America since free speech. All of us.

I also mentioned that certain people back in the 1930s in a European country (who 
sounded like militia people of today) were also called conspiracy theorists, criminals, 
and everything other than human and that they lost their rights and ended up in gas 
chambers. That didn't sell, either. 

As a black man, I surprisingly found myself being annoyed at what seemed to be a 
overt act of "white Christian male bashing" going on. Of course, I couldn't say that 
(hate crimes, remember?). But I did say that it seems whenever a bunch of people get 
together with guns, they're called a "militia", unless they're black.

Yeah, right. They got a laugh out of that, too. 

Then... I was blind-sided. BIG TIME. 

I was expecting the hits to come from the SPLC guy. But like "Mark from Michigan" 
always said, "when you're watching the right hand, look out for the left hook." 



I got it-right in the chin, and boy, did it sting... 


The next guy got up (Richard Abanes), and proceed to state that he was at that 
Granada Forum meeting (in LA) last Thursday where I spoke. He then when on to 
"sound bite" my presentations of last Thursday. Check out what I said (according to 
him): 

1. Carl Drega of New Hampshire should have a street name after him. (see "NH: 
Things that go Boom !!") 

2 . We should go out and get personal information on federal law enforcement and put 
it on the internet. 

3 . We can't shoot them because ammo is too expensive. 

Not good. Especially when the ADL, SPLC, a bunch of LA local news networks and 
about 95 of the 200 in the audience were California Law Enforcement, (gulp) I found 
that out when they raise their hands to be counted, earlier. 

Now, it's about 150 against 1. (Ouch)

Needless to say, the debate went from "hate groups" to "hate J.J.", followed by ALL 
the media (including the Associated Press taking photos) wanting to know from me, 
"do all militia groups plan on gathering personal info on police and killing them 
later?" I gotta tell ya, if looks could kill... 

That's right, folks. I had a bad hair day. 

Well, at least they can't call us racists. :) 

What ticked me off the most is that I spent more than half of my Granda Forum 
presentation distancing the militia movement from neo-Nazi’s and white 
supremacists, and giving the movement some peaceful common sense ideas, showing 
them what works, and what doesn't. In fact, I gave virtually the same presentation. 
Heck, even the Rabbi agreed with on some things that I said. He mentions that he had 
a shotgun in his car when he started a civil rights organization in the 60s somewhere 
in Dixie to protect him from the Klan. See, his gun help prevent a "hate crime"! (That 
didn't go over well, either) 

Like I said, these boys played HARDBALL. And I was dealing with a hard wall. 

Guess who just got moved up a notch on the fed's most hated list? 

Richard Abanes did his homework. He even showed the audience that he had a tape of 
the event, just in case I would deny it. Why should I? 

He also told the audience that I even addressed the feds at the Granda Forum saying,

But I since I 
am a "well respected person of the militia movement" (his words), I should always be 
concerned, he said, about what kind of "nuts" could be in those meetings. He was 
right. After all, he was there. 

I flew back to Vegas beaten, bloody, and bruised. I contemplated getting somewhat 
pixelated. I just hate that feeling the next morning. The militia movement can now 
smile. The California police and federal law enforcement hate me more than they do, 
now... and they're not racists anymore.

The California War Syndrome had come home to roost, and the SPLC/ADL now have 
something on J.J. they can put in their files. 

Then later, after talking with Nancy and a few other friends to fight off my 
depression, I began to realize something: 

• Richard Abanes WAS at that meeting. 

• He KNEW who I was and knew what I was for and what I was against, 
even before that meeting. 

• He admitted hearing my speeches before. He even knew my positions on 
certain issues. Richard Abanes knew all about me. 

• They had numerous chances to use those statements against me in the 
past, but choose to do so here. 

• He KNEW full well, and all but admitted later that he deliberately took 
my statements out of context. 

• They ALL knew it! 

And what was most important, no one hardly talked about hate groups or hate crimes 
after I spoke. They were busy bashing J.J. Johnson into a pulp. I was merely a human 
punching bag for them because they CAN'T debate the real issues with their 
opponents face to face. "Carpet bombing" me was just the diversion.
